FUEL AND FOOD 


Fuel must be saved—it can be saved 
through the operations of the com- 
minal kitchens, Food must be saved 
—it can be saved by intelligent use in 
communal kitchens The distinction 
between filling and feeding must be 
considered—the hungry man prefers 
to be filled, the expectant mother and 
her children must be fed, Dietary, 
therefore, must be examined carefully. 
There is too little food and too little 
fuel for hit-or-miss methods. 

Some information gathered during 
the researches of Professor W. s 
Fearon and Dr. Gerald €. Dockeray 
at the Rotunda Hospital a year or 
two ago may serve as some guide to 
the magnitude of the problem. They 
were investigating the malnutrition 
and anemia which has been common 
in Dublin mothers for some years¢and 
which, in present circumstances, will 
tend to increase. The financial re- 
sources of fifty unemployed families, 
totalling 264 persons, amounted to 
£62 18s. per week. After rent, in- 
surance and light had been paid’ for 
there was a halance of £39 18s. 2d. 
for food. The average weekly ex- 
penditure on food, therefore, was 3s. 


Oid. per head, whereas the British 
Medical Association’s Committee on 
Nutrition (1933) found it impossible 


for an adult to have an adequate diet 
for less than 5s. 10jd. a week. (This 
was a minimal cost and pre-sapposed 
that the housewife bought with in- 
telligence in the cheapest market.

A  Ruasian 
Withdrawal from any town or village 
means that that place is no mese. 

Curiously enough, there is one in- 
vention of civilised man which defies 
the destruction order—that  chim- 
neys. We can spot any abandoned 
village or town long before reaching 
it by chimneys standing desolate in 
the distance. 

The picture is almost invariably the 
same. Every house, shop or factory 
has been burned to the ground. The 
majority of buildings were of wood, 
while the chimneys, being of brick, 
survive. 

Another inevitable feature of every 
community is the statue of Stalin. At 
first, when the Finns captured towns, 
they smashed the statues, but the High 
Command soon ordered that they be 
taken to museums as trophies.

A HEN FOR A 
CANDLE 


LIGHT NOW A PROBLEM 
IN THE COUNTRY 


H you have a candle to spare you may

be able to get a hen for it in the 

County Mayo. Ata meeting of the 
Charlestown (County Mayo) Parish 
Council it was stated by a member that 
he had been offered six hens, value 2s. 
6d. each, for twelve candles. 

An Trish Times reporter spoke to a 
member of the staff of Messrs. P. 
O'Connor. Ltd., D'Olier street, Dublin, 
and asked him what he thought of that 
offer. ““[ do not think it a bit mdicn- 
lous,’ he said, ‘‘ only, unfortunately, 
such candles cannot be got. The 
materials for the manufacture of the 
household variety—parafin wax—are 
usually imported from America, and 
that is out of the question now. There 
is no substitute available in this country 
in sufficient quantities, except the rush- 
light. Even the beeswax from which 
church candles are made is imported.” 


FANTASTIC PRICES 


A member of the firm of Lalor, Ltd., 
Lower Ormond quay, said that though 
he personally would not give a nen for 
a candle there probably were people 
who would. 

‘In certain circumstances,” he said, 
‘‘a light may be more valuable to a 
farmer than a hen, and, anyway, hens 
are plentiful; candles just cannot be 
got. But, seriously, candles have gone 
to a fantastic price, the price being as 
much as 300 per cent. or 400 per cent. 
more than pre-war—when you can get 
any.” 

Tallow candles are not made any 
longer, he said, and their manufacture 
is unlikely to be restarted, since all the 
materials used are required for soap, 
which is itself very scarce. His firm 
had a certain amount of beeswax on 
hand, but what would happen when it 


was gone he did not know. Their 
clients mainly were churches and 
convents, and they were supplying 


about 25 per cent. of normal require- 
ments. A recent order by the Arch- 
hishop of Dublin (the Most Rev. Dr. 
McQuaid) had the effect of reducing 
considerably the number of candles 
used in churches. 


THE RUSHLIGHT 


In view of this acute shortage of 
candles, a most interesting section of 
the annual exhibition of the Irish Home- 
spun Society in the Royal Dublin 
Society’s Members’ Hall is that devoted 
to rushlights and home-made candles. 
Numerous exhibits are on view of old 
rushlight stands and. holders. anil 
candles made from equal quantities of 
beef and mutton fat.
